HANDLOOM WEAVING BILL. 


Clauses 1 — 3, disagreed to. 

Clause 4. 

Amendment proposed, in page 2, line 17, at the end of the Clause to add the words 
“ and shall come into operation on the first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
ten ” — (Mr. T. W. Russell). — Question, “ That those words be there added ” — put, 
and agreed to. 

New Clause (“Trade mark to be woven on certain linen goods”) brought up and 
read the first time as follows : 

“ (1) Every person who weaves in a handloom in Ireland any linen damask table 
cloth or napkin, or any piece of linen damask goods, shall weave in the selvedge or 
hem thereof the words ‘ Irish hand-woven linen damask.’ 

(2) Every person who weaves in a handloom in Ireland any piece of cambric or 
linen diaper goods shall as soon as the piece is woven stamp or print, or cause to be 
stamped or printed, thereon the words * Irish hand- woven ’ in legible character. 
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(3) Any person weaving in a liandloom in -Ireland any linen damask table clotb or 
napkin, or any piece of linen damask goods, or cambric or linen diaper goods, who fails 
or neglects to carry out the requirements of this section shall be guilty of an offence 
under this Act. 

(4) If any manufacturer, agent, or other person, causes or procures any person to 
weave in a liandloom in Ireland any linen damask table cloth or napkin, or any piece 
of linen damask goods, or cambric or linen diaper goods, otherwise than in accordance 
with the requirements of this section he shall be guilty of an offence under this Act.” 

— (Mr. T. TV. Russell). 

Clause read a second time and added to the Bill. 

Another New Clause (“ Sale of goods bearing false trade mark ”) brought up, and 
read the first time as follows : 

“ Any person selling or exposing for sale any goods being or purporting to be linen 
damask goods or cambric or linen diaper goods having woven thereon or stamped or 
marked thereon the words * Irish hand- woven ’ or ‘ Irish hand-made,’ or other words 
representing that the goods were woven in a liandloom in Ireland, shall, unless the 
goods were in fact so woven, be guilty of an offence under this Act.” 

— (Mr. T. TV. Russell). 

Amendment proposed to the proposed New Clause, line 6, after the word “ woven,” 
to insert the words “ or unless such person can produce a guarantee from the person 
or firm fr m whom they have purchased the goods that the goods were in fact so 
■woven.” — (Mr. High am ). — Question proposed, “ That those words be there inserted.” 

Amendment, by leave, withdrawn. 

Clause, read a second time and added to the Bill. 

Another New Clause (“Offences and penalties”) brought up and read the first 
time as follows : 

« (1) Offences under this Act may be prosecuted, and penalties recoverable under 
this Act may be recovered in a summary manner. 

(2) Any person guilty of an offence under this Act shall be liable on conviction for 
the first offence to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds, and for the second or any 
subsequent offence to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds or to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding six months.”

Clause read a second time and added to the Bill.
